The law for the impeachment of 
un officer upon the charge of intoxi­ 
cation is very plain. 
It 
provides 
[hat when an officer holding such re-! 
sponsible position under the consti­ 
tution or the laws of state is proven 
LHiiltv ot being intoxicated during the 
hours of bu.-im*-- or is found guilty : 
of being in tin* habit of becoming 
drunk the office shall be declared va­ 
cant. 
In such cases the proceedings! 
are all made in the circuit court, but 
when the office i- declared vacant the 
Governor h a s authority to appoint a 
successor. 
The statute which provides for the j 
impeachment of an officer upm the 
charge of intoxication reads: 
Any person holding an otfice under 
the constitution or laws of this state, 
who shall voluntarily become intoxi­ 
cated within the business hours of his 
office, or shall be in the habit of lie- 
coming intoxicated by the use o f in­ 
toxicating liquors, shall forfeit his 
office and be removed therefrom upon 
complaint, filed in the circuit court of 
the county in which he r e s i d e s , by any 
citizen ot this state, alleging that In* 
is a citizen o f the state of Indiana, 
and giving the name of the person 
complained of, designating the otfice 
which In* h o l d s , and that such officer 
has voluntarily become intoxicated 
within tin* business hours of his office, 
or i" hi the habit of becoming intoxi­ 
cated by the use of intoxicating liq­ 


u o r s during his continuance in office. 
The clerk of said court shall docket 
said cause for trial, and issue sum­ 
mons for the defendant as in other 
causes. 
It, upon the trial of said 
complaint, either by the court or a 
jury, it shall he found that the facts 
stated in tlie complaint arc true, such 
officer shall be auSdged to have fo r­ 
feited his office, and the office lie ad ­ 
judged vacant.

burg, Forty E i g h t Y e ars Ago, Is 
Told by Veteran.

Seiberlieh was also
